Debussy’s ‘Pelleas et Melisande’ 


More than a half century after 
its creation, Debussy’s magical 
lyric drama “Pelleas et Meli- 
sande” has finally crossed the 
oceans for a temporary sojourn 
of seven special performances 
in Tokyo. The reasons for the 
delay &re not far to seek. This 
is the kind of masterwork that 
is more talked about than per- 
formed, and labors under an 
undeserved reputation of being 
a difficult opera. 


There have even been those 
who have objected to the term 
“opera” in this case (Debussy 
contented himself by calling it 
a “lyric drama”). In a world of 
half-lights, everything is sha- 
dowy and elusive; each phrase 
and each action vibrates with 
emotional overtones. The 
motives are subtly and elusive- 
ly interwoven in the orchestral 
fabric as recurrent essential 
strands (“a succession of sound 
wraiths,” a critic called them 
after the Paris premiere in 
1902) to serve a multiple of pur- 
poses—musical, structural, color- 
istic, descriptive, atmospheric. 
and, above all, for character and 
mood suggestion. 


One finds no vibrant singing 
in this opera; Debussy asks for 
self-abnegation on the part of 
his singers. Their parts consist 
for the most part of a semi- 
chant, or pariando, a kind of re- 
citative in which tone and ac- 
centuation follow closely the 
soft cadences and smooth pro- 
sody of the French tongue. 


This speech-song forms part 
of the orchestral fabric, but it 
never expands into conventional 
lyrical melody and there are no 
separable vocal patterns, no set 
numbers, no arias, no long-sus- 
tained high notes, no ensembles. 
The effectiveness of the work 
as a whole depends on under- 
standing the composer's sugges- 
tive use of harmony to depict a 
remote and mysterious world. 


“Pelleas et Melisande” is as 
much the outcome of Debussy’s 
reaction to traditional French 
“Grand Opera” a la Meyerbeer 
as it is a definitive expression 
of his opposition to Wagner. 
However, the French musician 
did not hesitate to borrow 
from the German master the 
aesthetic of music-drama that 
would have the drama lead and 
music follow submissively. But 
Debussy often was moved to 
excoriate Wagner's concept of 
“endiess melody.” 


In the choice of text Debussy 
was fortunate to find a suitable 
vehicle in Maeterlinck’s success- 
ful play, one that in itself 
reached out toward those fluid 
impersonal feelings, which, as 
Wagner would say, contained 
“the staff of music.” The Bel- 
gian poet chose words to evoke 
music, or moods which music 
can feed on. Debussy'’s harmonic 
web lifts the drama’s mystery 
and terror to this new dimen- 
ston. 


Critics of “Pelleas et Meli- 
sande” have remarked that 
taste, indefinable and elusive, 
has limited the opera's pop- 
ularity. The disposition of har- 
mony is. unique and forms a 
Special stylistic unity. De- 
bussy used to contrast his own 
method of composition with 
that of Richard Strauss; while 
Strauss inflated his scores by 
adding notes upon notes, Debus- 
sy pared and refined things 
down to bare essentials. 


In “Pelleas” the large orches- 
tra is used in an almost cham- 
berlike quality. Although this 
is one of the longest operas (its 
printed score runs to more 
than 400 pages), the instru- 
ments seldom rise to full 
ensemble and even more rarely 
do they develop to full dyna- 
mic power. 


This restraint forms a per 
fect balance of technique and 
expression with a quality of 
musical inevitability. Puccini 
was among those who admired 
the harmonic finesse of “Pel- 
leas et Melisande,” and it was 
he who compared its texture 
to “the habit of a Franciscan 
friar.” 


The current production, pre- 
sented by the Tomin Gekijo in 
Sankei Hall, manages to achieve 
a notable approximation of De- 
bussy’s intentions, despite many 
great obstacles, This is largely 
a result of sheer finesse in the 
musical direction of Jean Four- 
net and the response of the 
Japan Philharmonic an stl 
Orchestra.

affection to the handling of the 
texture of Debussy’s score, but 
what was lacking was some 
superman with a magic formula 
to reconcile music, produc- 
tion, singing, lighting, settings, 
drama and orchestration. 

The entire production was 
supervised by another noted 
French visitor, Jacques Jansen, 
who also sings. the role of Pel 
leas. The action and the mise 
en scene, While shaped and 
designed in good taste, fails to 
galvanize. For example, the 
stage sets executed by Kappa 
Senoh were more realistically 
than imaginatively conceived, 
enough to dispel the atira ot 
fantasy that the music seeks to 
weave. 

A more ingenious and effi- 
clent manner of coping with 
the required 15 scene’ changes 
should have been devised. Dur- 
ing the orchestra's playing of 
the important interludes the 
noise of the stage carpenters 
and scene movers behind the 
curtain completely destroyed 
the atmospheric continuity. 

By local standards, the sing- 
ing level is high. The singers 
are called upon to assume roles 
that are infinitely more difficuit 
to project than those of other 
operas in the customary repor- 
tolre. Debussy’s characters 
leave far too much unsaid, and 
their passion and intensity is 
not a matter of vibrant singing, 
but of mood and atmosphere. 
Intuition, sensibility, and 
musicianship are needed beyond 
the usual vocal equipment, 


M. Jansen has now lived so 
long with the role of Pelleas 
that it seems almost superfluous 
to point out the authenticity of 
his interpretation; yet even he, 
in the company of interpreters 
less attuned to Debussy’s vocal 
line, does not sound entirely 
convincing. Miss Yoshiko Furu- 
sawa has often elicited our ad- 
miration as an interpreter of 
French songs, but her statu- 
esque bearing on the stage of 
Sankei Hall hardly adumbrates 
the fragile innocence and 
tremulousness of the role of 
Melisande, 


Josef Molnar, as Golaud, the 
only positive part in the opera, 
reveaied a firm baritone voice, 
but his characterization of the 
violent and outraged husband 
js played far too broadiy and 
straightforwardly to fit into this 
particular opera’s atmospheric 
requirements. Golaud is a tor- 
tured character; confronted 
with situations which are far 
beyond his comprehension he 
proceeds blindly to hurt what 
he loves most, 


Arkel, the physically blind 
grandfather of Golaud and Pel- 
leas, sees more truly and under- 
stands everything. In Yukitsu- 
na Sasaki's portrayal of this role 
we sensed the sober pater 
familias, but hardly the hoary 
seer who is compassionate to all 
human frailties. And thus one 
of the most moving phrases in 
all the literature of opera— 
Arkel’s poignant cry: “Si j’etais 
Dieu, jaurais pitie du coeur des 
hommes”—"If I were God, 1 
would have pity on the hearts 
of men!’—went merely as & 
passing observation, The minor 
characters are filled in by To 
shiko Toda (Genevieve), Mieko 
Takizawa (Yniold), and Masa- 
nori Tomotake (the Doctor). 


Call this production a succes 
d'estime. That the results do 
not match the good intentions— 
well, that could have been fore- 
told by anyone even remotely 
acquainted with Debussy's 
score. We must be grateful for 
the loving care exemplified in 
the orchestral pit by M. Fournet 
and in the stage action by M. 
Jansen; if their joint efforts fail 
to achieve coordination, it is be 
cause every participant here is 
not equally conversant with this 
special idiom. Glowing  per- 
formances of this opera are a 
rarity anywhere in the world 
these days. Let us, therefore, 
count this Japanese premiere as 
a brave effort, for even though 
disjointed in its stage present- 
ation, the world of “Pelleas and 
Melisande” was vividly and 
faithfully reflected in the subtle 
and sensitive orchestral playing.

All other Norths except one 
who didn’t get to play Cit was a 
skip Mitchell and one round was 
skipped) were down two. They 
must have all taken the dia- 
mond finesse. 

All Norths couldn’t have been 
doing well. In other words, 
there must have been Norths 
who were shooting for high 
scores: they are the ones who 
should give different results and 
different scores, 

While opponents are running 
the spades, a club from dummy 
should not be discarded, in order 
to give yourself two chances. So 
at the end of the fourth trick, 
dummy will look as follows: 


In case the spade run was a 


four carder and, for example, a 
heart is led: Declarer hes a 
choice of cashing two top clubs 
to see if the queen will fall, if 
not then try the diamond 
finesse. Leaving more diamonds 
and fewer clubs will not make 
the situation better. 

In case the spade run was a 
five carder: Then decide at the 
fifth round whether to pitch a 
club or the queen of diamonds, 
Two things should be taken into 
consideration. One is, who is 
likely to have the king of dia- 
monds: if you think it is East, 
then by all means keep the 
queen. But if you think East 
never entered the bidding with 
a five card spade suit, which 
meant weakness, and so on, then 
try the other, dropping the club 
queen. 

However in a duplicate game, 
there is one more thing to take 
into the consideration, Le. had 
vou been doing badiy, then try 
and do what other deciarers are 
not likely to do. For instance, 
don't go after the diamonds, be 
cause the diamond finesse wtil 
be taken by everybody. Try the 
clubs instead; you might find 
the doubleton queen. So discard 
the queen of diamonds, if you 
want to shoot. It amuses me 
that no one chose to do this. 

Four hearts by South will 
have to be played in a dummy 
reversal style. The opening lead 
by West is very likely to be the 
king of spades and continued. 
South is tapped on the second 
trick, leaving West with more 
trumps than South. 

The play should go as follows: 
Play four rounds of spares, 
trumping three times in the 
hand. Twice they are led by 
West and twice by dummy, 
whose two top clubs are cashed 


for entry. Then go after the 
trumps, climbing right up to 
the ace, cash the other. two, 
leaving:

Miki Reports 
To Cabinet 
On Recovery 


Takeo Miki, director of the 
Sconomic Planning Agency, told 
a Cabinet meeting yesterday 
that Japan’s economy is show- 
ing signs of recovery but too 
much optimism could not be 
placed on a full recovery yet. 

In a report to the’ Cabinet 
centering on the economic 
tendency in October, Miki said 
the nation’s economic activities 
indicated signs of the economy 
having emerged from the go0- 
called saucertype doldrums. 

He said that production had 
increased in parallel with the 
strong consumer's demand. 

Export letters of credit re- 
ceived witnessed a postwar high 
in October and the price of 
commodities had shown a re- 
covery reflecting the favorable 
demand situation both in Japan 
and abroad. 

Miki cautioned, however, that 
there was a possibility consump- 
tion would decline and with the 
expected drop in equipment in- 
vestments, the full recovery of 
the nation’s economy was not 
too optimistic.

Japan's foreign currency hold- 
ings for the January-June pe- 
riod this year, totaled on the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund for- 
mula, showed a nominal deficit 
of $70 million but actually con- 
stituted a favorable balance of 
$107 million, the Bank of Japan 
announced yesterday.

While Mr. Khrushchev himself speaks of a free and 


and neutral West Berlin, it 


is reported that banners in 


Communist East Berlin carry the slogan “All of Berlin will 


be a Socialist state.” 


There can be little doubt that the latter reveals the 


Soviet leader’s real objective. 


is clear that Moscow

desires to consolidate the East German regime and believes 
that the presence of Western allies in Berlin is a serious 


obstacle to this plan. 


What is perhaps not quite so clear is the reason for this 
plan of consolidation in view of statements from the Krem- 
jin admitting from time to time that Germany must even- 


tually be reunified. 


Are we to suppose that Moscow still 


harbors the idea that, through strengthening the Red grip 
on the eastern part of Germany, it can communize the 


whole of the country? 


In view 


of the success of the 


Federal Republic in the West, such an idea would seem 


faolish. 


it is more likely that Moscow hopes that by 


strengthening its satellite, East Germany, it can gain a 
better bargaining position if compelled to negotiate plans 


for a reunified Germany. 


In addition, of course, Moscow fears repercussions 
elsewhere if it should seem to abandon the East German 


regime. 


Actually, it is questionable whether the mainte- 


nance of this regime is of any great value to the Communist 
bloc for it is clearly maintained by force and likely to dis- 
appear at any time when the Reds might be in sizable 


trouble elsewhere. 


Soviet Russia’s western frontier is al- 


ready covered by Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hungary al- 
though, of course, the present setup in East Germany is an 
effective curb on any German attempt to change the Polish 


frontier established in 1945. 


An agreement proclaiming the Oder-Neisse line to be 
the permanent frontier between Germany and Poland was 
concluded between the East German regime and Poland in 


J uly 1950. 


A protocol on the delimitation of the frontier 


was signed in January 1951, It extends the Polish territory 
on the island of Usedom and in Mecklenburg beyond the 


borders fixed in the Potsdam agreement. 


Needless to say, | 


the Western powers and West Germany do not recognize 


these agreements. 


Herr Lothar Bolz, who claims to be the East German 
Foreign Minister, demands that the allies accept the Soviet 
proposal for a neutral “Free City” of West Berlin as a step 
toward a “peaceful solution of the whole German problem.” 
The Western powers have made it clear that the proposal 
made by the Soviet Union is not acceptable to them, but 
it is understood that they would not rule out an East-West 
meeting on the whole subject of Germany with Berlin as a 


part. 


Our own view is that the continued division of Ger- 
many is quite unjustified and a threat to the peace of 
Europe and consequently to the peace of the world at large. 
It is impossible to believe that the division can be a per- 


manent one. 
quickly as possible. 


It should therefore be brought to an end as 
If the Soviet Government would ac- 


cept this position, some workable arrangement could surely 
be made which would bring about reunification—if not all 
at once, at least in a few years. 


Presumably, Berlin would 


again become the capita] of 


a united Germany and until that happens it might be pos- 
sible to place the whole of the city under the control of the 


United Nations 


with a commissioner drawn from some 


other nation at the head. That. of course, is quite different 
from what the Communists are aiming at, which is to give 
the German Reds the prestige of being able to claim Berlin 


as their capital. 


The Western powers have played into Soviet hands by 
neglecting to bring forward practical plans for ending the 


occupation of Germany. 


Their complacency with the post- 


war status quo encouraged the Russians to hold on to all 
that they gained as a result of the defeat of Hitler and to 
believe that these advantages could be maintained indefi- 


nitely. 


it seems to us that the future of Germany ought to be 
& matter for the United Nations to decide, and that the four 


powers—the United States, 


Britain, France and Soviet 


Russia—should submit to any decisions the international 


organization might arrive at. 


The moral side of the issues involved is impressive. 
That the present condition of affairs should exist 13 years

Like Khrushchev, 
whom I had seen the day before, 
Gromyko maintained that Ger- 
man reunification by confedera- 
tion would have to be brought 
about by negotiation between 
the two Germanys.

The advocacy in Moscow of a 
German confederation seemed 
to me very significant in view 
of the fact that last March, 
when I was in Bonn, I had 
heard the same thing in so many 
and in such high quarters. The 
State Department, to. be sure, 
continues to repeat the old of- 
ficial formula that Germany 
should be reunited by free elec- 
tions in which, of course, the 
Communist regime would be de- 
molished and East Germany 
would be absorbed into the West 
German state. But I doubt 
whether there are many re 
sponsible men in West Germany 
who would want Germany to be 
reunited in this way, even sup- 
posing that the Russians would 
permit it. 


For the two Germanys have 
developed very differently and 
the attempt to integrate them 
would now be enormously dif- 
ficult. It would be a heavy 
burden for the West Germans 
and very probably there would 
be considerable resistance to it 
in East Germany. There are 
other reasons why few responsi- 
ble West Germans wish to have 
integration In a unified state. 
For integration would change 
radically the balance of religious 
forces and of the political par- 
ties 


Seen realistically and not 
through the fumes of the official 
formula, the alternatives are,

Prime Minister Kishi has 
decided to avoid further confu- 
sion in the national legislature 
by allowing the police bill to be 
shelved at least temporarily. 
The question remains as to 
whether the issue will be reviv- 
ed at the next regular session 
of the Diet, which starts on 
Dec. 10. At this moment, how- 
ever, a lull seems to have de 
scended upon the ruling Libe- 
ral-Democratic Party, as far as 
intraparty dissention is concern- 
ed 


The Socialist Party, on the 
Other hand, regatds the Diet 
settlement as a major political 
victory. If this “victory” has 
really added something to the 
stature of the Socialists, the 
next question will be how they 
are going to use their new in- 
fluence in politics. 

Reporting on the extraordl- 
nary Socialist convention held 
on Nov. 12, newspapers noted 
that the Socialists manifested 
moderation and good sense in 
the manner of their discussion 
on Diet strategy. Whether those 
observations were merely wish- 
ful thinking must be decided by 
future behavior of the Socialists 
themselves. 

The party leadership, as rep 
resented by chairman Mosabu- 
ro Suzuki and secretary gener- 
al Inejiro Asanuma, straddies 
over the former left-wing Sociai- 
ists and right-wing Socialists. 
But when the left wingers, more 
closely supported by labor 
unions, gained in the last May 
election, some ideological shift 
toward the left was speculated 
on. 


How the leftist influence 
within the party will assert it 
self in the future remains to be 
seen. But in the opposition 
movement against the police 
bill, the right wingers were in- 
strumental through their coope- 
ration in establishing a wide 
“national” front. And when the 
compromise was sought, they 
also played an important role 
in making the terms of settie- 
ment more acceptable. 


In this connection, attention 
is focused on Suehiro Nishio, an 
influential right-wing leader, 
whose political future has been 
brightened by a recent adjudi- 
cation denying his implication 
in the Showa Denko graft 


case, 
The Tokyo Higher Court ac- 
quitted Nishio and _  Liberal- 


Democratic Policy Board chair 
man Takeo Fukuda on Nov. 17, 
assuring them continuance of 
their political career unbesmir- 
ehed, 


As far as Nishio was concern- 
ed, the ¥1 million fund he re- 
ceived from the Showa Denko 
Co. 11 years ago was the 
crux of the trial. He was then 
Chief Cabinet Secretary of the 
Socialist Katayama Cabinet. 
Some jurists may differ with 
the court ruling that the money 
was given as regular political 
donation and not as a bribe, 


But what is more important 
to those interested in politics is 
Nishio’s honesty, which even 
the prosecutors admired, And 
that is certainly a valuable 
quality on the part of a political 
leader, inasmuch as we often 
miss that quality, not only in 
politicians but also in many per- 
sonages in other walks of life. 

Take, for instance, the issue 
of rearmament. That Japan 
needs some kind of military 
force despite the war-renuncia- 
tion clause of the Constitution 
is as clear as day. But the 
Socialist Party is now demand- 
ing disbandment of the Self-De- 
fense Forces, 

Nishio formerly belonged to 
the right-wing Socialist Party, 
which recognized Japan’s right 
of self-defense, But it is re- 
markable that he publicly ap-

proved of the existence of the 
Self-Defense Forces though on 
a lesser scale than they are 
now. For many politicians in 
the conservative camp chose at 
that time to soft pedal the issue, 
for fear that they might alienate 
some segments of the youth and 
women voters. 

Another valuable asset 
Nishio is his practical sense. 
Whether it is called pragmat- 
ism or empiricism, it stands out 
in a political party whose ide- 
oiogical keynote is set in doc- 
triraire Marxism, though. not 
communism, 


The foundation of his practi- 
cal philosophy was laid in 1921, 
when he was imprisoned for 40 
days for scattering handbills to 
incite a sympathy strike in 
order to aid the Fujinagata 
Dockyard laborers then in dis- 
pute with the management, 


In prison, he read Charles 
Darwin's Origin of Species, G. 
D. H,. Cole’s .The World of 
Labor and Dr, Masami Kihira’s 
Introduction to Philosophy. For 
a man with only primary school- 
ing, reading was a laborious 
task. But it opened his eyes 
and he says he learned then 
that there was no such thing 
as absolute truth, 

Three years later, he visited 
Moscow on his way home from 
the international labor confer- 
ence at Geneva, There he says 
he learned another truth—that 
there were many lies mixed in 
Communist propaganda, Even 
the statistics, he found, were 
falsified, 

It is no wonder that he has 
been. sometimes severely criti- 
cized by his leftist colleagues. 
But he remains a. Socialist firm- 
ly, having distinguished himself 
as a jabor union leader in the 
ast, 

Nishio is now an adviser to 
the party. In other words, he 
is not even a member of the 
Central Executive Committee. 
But he does not hesitate in giv- 
ing frank “advice,” whenever 


of 


he has something to say on the 
course of his party. The con- 
troversial Nishio thesis in the 
September issue of the month- 
ly organ magazine of his party 
is a recent example of his ad- 
vice, 

As a matter of fact, his article 
does not look controversial to 
those who favor a common 
sense approach. He demanded 
that the Socialist Party compile 
its own fiseal budget plan in- 
stead of merely attacking the 
Government plan and that more 
power and responsibility should 
be given to the party leader- 
ship. 

But the same magazine pub- 
lished two articles, one in the 
same issue and the other in the 
October issue, that opposed the 
Nishio article. The writers-— 
Prof, Itsuro Sakisaka and Kane- 
mitsu. Hososako, ex-chairman 
of the party’s Diet Policy Com- 
mittee—warned the party mem- 
bers against reformist (i.e. non- 
revolutionary) ideas and also 
against the common sense of 
“editorial writers in commer- 
cial newspapers.” 

Their argumentations, how- 
ever, make people of the ordin- 
ary bend of mind see all the 
more clearly the need of the 
Socialist Party for a man like 
Suehiro Nishio, The so-calied 
two-party system of Japan can 
be a going concern, only when 
the Socialist Party becomes more 
practical in its outlook and the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party 
becomes more deserving of its 
name, 

Those who have been fright- 
ened by the recent Diet crisis 
over the police powers legisia- 
tion envision formation of a 
third party straddling over the 
right-wing Socialists and the 
more Liberal elements inf the 
Government party. But that 
does not seem to be practically 
feasible now. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the crucia] question 
is whether a man like Nishio 
will gain his influence or lose 
it in the Socialist camp,

Garcia Addresses Diet 


Closer Ties for 


Mutual Security 


I deeply appreciate the op- 
portunity to speak to the Japa- 
nese nation through their con- 
stitutional representatives in the 
Diet. This is a high distinction 
you have so generously accord- 
ed on my humble person. 

I have come to your beautiful 
country upon the gracious in- 
vitation of His Imperial Majesty, 
the Emperor of Japan and His 
Excellency, the Prime Minister. 
The invitation struck a respon- 
sive chord in my heart because 
it betokened a genuine and 
sincere desire on the part of 
the Japanese Government and 
people for the restoration of the 
normal relations of friendship 
and amity that had existed for 
centuries but which, unfor- 
tunately, were interrupted by 
the last war. 

The fact that this state visit 
I am making has received the 
unanimous endorsement of the 
Council of State of my country, 
the counterpart of your Coun- 
cil of Elders, bespeaks a similar 
desire on the part of my Gov- 
ernment and people. It is true 
that the lapse of 12 years has 
not completely healed the 
wounds and erased the last 
vestige of ill will that had been 
engendered by that cataclysmic 
event, but calm reflection has 
led to the conviction among our 
people that renewal of cordial 
relations would be the wisest 
course of action to follow at 
this juncture. 

We have been encouraged to 
take this view by two signif- 
icant developments; namely, 
Japan’s agreement to make re- 
parations payment and her re- 
nunciation of war as an instru- 
ment of national policy. The 
first revealed the willingness of 
the Japanese people to make 
amends and to pay at least par- 
tially, for the damage material 
and otherwise, suffered by my 
country and people as a result 
of the war. 

The second manifests a reali- 
zation of the wisdom of friend- 
ly intercourse and serves as an 
assurance that the policy of 
waging wars of aggression has 
become a thing of the past. We 
in the Philippines welcome this 
development, for it agrees with 
the temper of my people, who 
made this same renunciation 
through our Constitution more 
than two decades ago. 

Last year we had the honor 
of a visit from His Excellency, 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi. 
It was a fruitful visit, for it 
paved the way for better under- 
standing between your people 
and mine, I am returning his 
visit in the hope and confidence 
that by so doing I shall be help- 
ing in strengthening further 
the desire of our peoples to live 


together as good neighbors in 
this part of the world, 


It is my aim and desire to 
lead my people in writing a 
new chapter in Japan-Philip- 
pine relations, one that . shall 
be characterized by friendship 
and cordiality. It is a happy 
coincidence that my trip is be- 
in made close to Christmas 
season, Which in my country 
and the rest of Christendom is 
the season for reconciliation, 
for forgiving and forgetting. 

Geographical propinquity as 
well as historical affinity would 
seem to make it logical, not to 
say necessary, for our two coun- 
tries to be on friendly terms. 
In the first place, both countries 
are close neighbors, being 
separated by less than 2,000 air 
miles, a negligible distance in 
this age of the jet plane. Both 
of them lie at the crossroads of 
trade between the East and the 
West. And both occupy strate- 
gic positions in the defense of 
Southeast Asia and the Pacific 
basin. These are the inexorable 
facts of geography which can- 
not be ignored without doing 
violence to the realities of our 
actual situation. 

Then, too, historians tell us 
that Japan-Philippine relations 
are of long standing. These rela- 
tions must have started before 
the coming of the Spaniards 
because when the latter founded 
Manila in 1571, there was already 
a small Japanese colony in the 
locality. And at the outbreak 
of the war thousands of your 
countrymen were living In my 
country to trade and to engage 
in agriculture and fishing, And 
because of this association, the 
impact of your culture has had 
an enriching influence upon our 
own. 

Thus it can be seen that there 
are compelling reasons for the 
maintenance of friendly rela- 
tions between our two peoples. 
But the overriding considera- 
tion in this relationship is our 
mutual security. For a porten- 
tous drama of titanic propor- 
tions is unfolding in our midst. 
By the imperatives of geogra- 
phical location, your country 
and mine are within the orbit 
of that danger. We have active 
roles to play in this drama, 

As two of the countries in 
the Far East that have come 
under the beneficent influence 
of democracy, it would be to 
our mutual interést to keep a 
singleness of purpose to the end 
that peace may be preserved in 
this area. I cherish the hope that 
my visit will serve that end 
and will help in ushering in a 
new era in Japan-Philippine rela- 
tions—one of peace and friend- 
ship that shall grow stronger 
and stronger each passing year. 
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
